The application has been amended as follows: 

Claim 35, line 1, delete "hair of the scalp, eyebrows or" line 2, delete " hair with the 
composition of claim 2 for a time, line 3, delete " sufficient to obtain said effect" and insert- — 
eyelashes with a post-expanding composition comprising a film-forming agent, a surfactant, a 
solvent for the surfactant, and a volatile agent, wherein the film-forming agent is present in an 
amount effective to form a film that entraps at least a portion of foam formed by interaction of 
the volatile agent and the surfactant after the composition is applied to a eyelashes — . 

Claims 3-8, 10, 16, 20-21, 24, 27, 29, 3 land 34 line 1, delete "claim 2" and insert—- 
claim 35 — . 

Claim 26, line 2, delete "stearic acid, palmitic acid, myristic acid". 
Cancel claims 1-2, 11, 13, 36-42 and 44-50. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: the combination of JP 
9-77629 translated text ( JP '629) and U. S. Patent 4,559, 057('057) do not teach or fairly 
suggest the claimed method of imparting a volumizing effect to eyelashes comprising the step of 
contacting the eyelashes with a post-expanding composition comprising a film-forming agent, a

surfactant, a solvent for the surfactant, and a volatile agent, wherein the film- forming agent is 
present in an amount effective to form a film that entraps at least a portion of foam formed by 
interaction of the volatile agent and the surfactant after the composition is applied to a eyelashes.
